GENERAL ReMarKa.—Drerses made of but ono plain 
material are less and less worn, and in a litte while they 
will be so uncommon that they will be distinguished-look-: 
ing. Lace and embroidery each serve to help make the 
variety in the trimmings of dresses when two kinde of 
stuff are not used, Figured goola are largely combined ° 
with plain ones; in white materials, plain or dotted mus- 
lins are used with white embroideries or laces. Imitation 
blick Chantilly is freely used on street-dressea and wraps, 
and evening-dresses are lavishly trimmed with laces, 
Whole dresses of bluck lace, worn over black or colored 
silks, aro very fashionable and very becoming. Lawne, 
ginghtmes, sateens, and other cotton goods, aro much 
ruMed, or trimmed with embroidery, Yoke-bodices, and 
the Norfolk bodice, which fs plaited lengthwise, are pop- 
ular for thin dresses; many other thin dresses have no’ 
lining; but a very pretty underwaist must Le worn with 
there, 

Tournurea are now inidispensable—without the Iuck- 
breadths of the skirt are very much puffed: and even then, 
small tournures are generally worn. 

Wrepsx are all small, exeept the long dust-cloak worn in 
traveling, which is usually made of pongeo. The old- 
fashioned “linen duster” ia no longer seen, 

Mentica of grenadine, figured with black velvet, and 
trimmed with chenille fringe, are very fashionable, but 
look heavy, hot, and tuo winter-like for the present seasou, 

Bonnts are usually small, and thus becoming. Hate 
have larger brima than the spring ones, and nearly all 
the trimming on both bonnets and hats is massed in front, 
or near it on the left side. 





OUR PARIS LETTER.

Very few actual novelties present themselves to be 
recorded thia month, The new iron-grenadines have very 
small devices in chenille embroidered on them in colors con- 
trasting with the groundwork. Two shades of red go well 
with dark-blue, aa does aleo white. Cream-white grounds, 
with small designs in dark-red or pale-blnue, make up 
prettily with trimming of cream lace. In fact, lace is used 
on everything, aud in all sorts of ways. Never wus there 
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a material which, after a long period of oblivion, took a 
more prominent place ip the world of fashion. Underskirts 
covered with black lace flounces, and with a corsage and 
atraight-plaited draperies of satin or velvet, are much worn. 
Lace-net polonaises, lined with coloured silk, are worn over 
silk underskirts covered with lace flounces, A lady may 
now employ her long-disused Chantilly flounces by mount- 
ing them on a colored silk foundation for an underskirt, 
and if she has a shawl tu form the draperies at the back of 
the skirt, her tvilette will be complete—eo far, at least, as 
the skirt is concerned. The corsage may be in satin to 
match the foundation of the skirt, or may be in plain 
black net, trimmed with Chantilly lace, and made over silk. 
All kinds of lace—guipure, lama, Spanish luce, etc.—are 





imitation, which comes in very beautiful fine patterns. 
Some of these dresses for street-wear are composed of a 
single wide flounce, over a yard in depth, gathered just 
beluw the waist, and met abuve the hem by a very full 
ruffle of narrower lace. Theo corsage is of figured net, 
trimmed with lace ruffles. This toilette, made up over black 
silk or black satin-duchesse, is intended for street-wear. Tho 
bonnet should be of black lace, relieved by a cluster of bril- 
liant flowers, and the parasol of black lace over black satin. 
The gloves may be wither bluck or tan-colored, according 
tu taste. For evening-wear, a short anderskirt covered with 
white lace flounces may be combined with an open corsage 
with half-long sleeves, in brocade or satin, having panier- 
draperies of the material. A very superb tvilette in this 
stylo had flounces of point-laco set on an underskirt of pale- 
lilac satin. Over the flounces fell at wide intervals long loops

covering. Crocuses and dandelions, with their feathery seed- 
tufts, are the latest of the flowers used fur trimming. To 
be in the height of fashion, a watering-place belle should 
carry a parasol to match her dress, either in spotted fuulard 
or in guuze put on very full over a silk lining, and with a 
knot of flowers set at one side. 

In wasb-iresses, all sorte of pretty patterns in white- 
grounded gayly-flowered chintzes are made up over under- 
skirts in pale-blue or pale-pink percale, covered with 
narrow plaited flounces. 

Dark-blue and chocolate glazed linens mako stylish suits, 
trimmed with white linen braid. Very amall black and 
white checks, trimmed with narrow black velvet, are pop- 
ular for traveling-suits. Buckle: are a good deal worn 
to confine the draperies of skirts. Rhine-pebbles set in 
silver being used for evening~ireescs, and jet and colored 
mother-of-pearl for wulking-costumes. All sorts of pretty 
ornaments in passementerie, such as butterflies, crescents, 
pansies, etc., are now shown, composed of small finely-cut 
jet beads, and are used on dresses for all occasions. They 
are made in white and colored jet, as well as in black. Cor- 
duroy jackets in brown and gray shades are made four 
seashore-wear; but they have an inelegant look, which 
is hardly redeemed by their warmth and uscfulnes.

In overskirts, the straight 
full fulds, falling t the hem at the back, and combined 
with short panier-draperics at the sides, are the most 
popular. Exceediugly pretty toilettes have theso overskirts 
combined with underskirts covered with laco flounces, 
either in black or white. But I have so often montioned 
the great prevalence of lace in the toilettes of tho present 
summer, that nu further allusion to thut material ls neces- 
sary. A very pretty drew fur murning-wear is composed 
ef lilac linen, the skirt encircled with groups of threo 
straight bands simulating tucks, and set sufficiently wide 
apart to admit of plaited finger-wide ruffles of white 
embroidery being placed between them, 

There ia an effurt now being made to revive tarletane for 
evening-~<dres weur; anda very elegant Parisian trousseau 
recently included a drewus of guid-yclluw tarletane, profusely 
trimmed with yellow hyacinths. Another evoning-tuilotte 
was in pale-pink crépe<lechine, the dmperics louped and 
confined with gurlands of wikl-rosea. A third was in 
eectric-blue tulle, dotted with silver, and ornamented with 
clusters of silver vats, Unless the flowers for a ball-<iroas 
are in guld or silver, they should match the material that 
they adorn precisely in tint. 

Silk stockings are shown in very delicate lace-patterns, 
and are aleo adorned with fine cmbroidery in minute 
designs. Black stockings are now frequently adorned with 
embroidery in gold thread: ope very pretty pattern being 
atripes imitating Venctian gold chains, Another style 
has a band encircling the ankle, tu imitate the anklets 
worn by Eastern dancers, Shecs are still cut very low over 
the instep, and Louis XV heels have definitely gone out 
ef fashiun. So, tov, have large bows and buckles on the 
inetop, the most stylinh shves having no ornament at all— 
er, at most. a Very small natin bow or ribbon-tie, 

Hats for watering-place wear are frequently trimmed 
with wild-flowers—seuch as thistles, dundeliona, and butter- 
cups. The thistlos are the newost, and are vory pretty: 
the soft velvety centre of the fluwor Jonding itself readily 
to reproductiun, In its natural purple dingt, it is very 
handsome; but pink thisties are also to be seon. Tho 
feathery secd-vemnels of the dandelion are also a good deal 
worn, For the high ornaments now occasionally to be 
geen on fashionable bonnets, bunches of oats—eithor in 
their natural hues or in goid—are much used. Immense 
elusters of cherries, with long stems and a good deal of 
foliage, are worn at the sides of the crowns of black straw 
hats, Butterflies, of all sizea, colors, and materials, are 
in high favor. Im pasementerie of pale-pink, or blue, 
er white jet, or in silver, or atecl, or jut beads, they adorn 
bull<iresscs and dress-bonnets. Some of those gotten up 
for millinery usce are very lwautifully painted In exact 
reproductiun of the real insect. The large neutral-tinted 
might-mothe, when thus carefully copied, orxament @ gray 
er brown straw hat or bonnet very tastefully. 

Large funs are still carried, the most novel having sticks 
of painted wood, the leaf being in transparent crapo or in 
mitin, and covered with designs of birds or of butterfiles: 
flowors being ruther out of fuvor—though I have seen fans 
of pale«gray eatin painted with large scariet poppies, which 


‘were at once original and charming. A very beautiful 
effect ig produced by having three scenes from sume pop 
ular play painted in medallions on a large fan, and framed 
in tendrils of flowers. Three scenes from any one ef 
Shakespeare's tragedies thus arranged wvuld afford an 
juteresting subject for a fan for one of our young lady 
amateur artists. Brilliantly-plumaged birds, painted on 
black satin, are very popular. Cockatous aud macuws afford 
very striking effects of color. But one of tho nioet striking 
af thewe subjects was a bird of Paradise: the pale-yeilow 
feathers of the tajl being very finely executed. A flight of 
humming-birds, on a fan of pule-piuk satin, was also much 
admired at a recent entertainmeut at the house of the 
Anicrican Miuister.
